Washington, Auk. ii.— A crisis in 
flic tariff affairs was rciichcd yesterday, 
both in the oyxni senate and in tlie se- 
arat councils of tho Democratic tariff 
3onferrees. Whou the couference closed 
last night it was mth the uudcrstnnd- 
log tlMt the meetings would besiu- 
pended f 0^ the preaent. No time ynm 
let for reaaMmbiing the conferreee, and 
it was felt that no further lewiona 
might be necessary in caae the senate 
acted favorably on Senator Hill's reso- 
intion, direotiBg the senate oonferrees 
to report the sitnation of affkin. 

What was of more importanoe was 
tne feeling expressed by the house oon- 
ferrees at the close of the ocmferenoe 
that in oase the Hill resdntion passed— 
and they bolievod it would— tho coi)- 
ferenoe would practically be relieved of 
its vrorli and it woiUd remain ouly for 
the house to accept the senate bill as a 
lesser evil, as th^ believe, than the Mc- 
Kibley law. 

These conclusions were reached aft^'T 
u day of intense excitement among the 
tariff loaders. The day optuied witli 
the senate proposition for free su^ar 
still j)ending lietore the conference. 
t'Jjaii'mau Wilson and his house ass(jci- 
ates were satislied tliat tli(( tender of 
free sngiU" was not made iu f,'ood faitli, 
and they had tin retore re(iue>te(i the 
senate conl'en-ees ttj furnisli a poll ot 
the beriato siio>«iii|; lluU if tin- ijroptisi- 
tion were accepted it woidd l>o iwlopted 
by the senate and the hill passed. 

The poll was eonsideretl lu-^ soijn its the 
conte.rrees convein^t. It disclosed that 
in '.111' evi'Ut of the acceptance of the 
freo sugar amendment the liill as a 
whole Would be voted again.st l>y -JS Ke- 
piiblicans and by Senators Kyle, Allen 
and Petler (I'opulistsj and Caliery and 
Blaiichord (Demorrats), a total of -i'.i 
votes or suflicient to kill tlie bill. Thi? 
poll was made on the best judgment of 
the .senate fi)nferrees. The liousu m:- 
cepted it iLs showing conclusively that 
the tender of tin? free sugar amendment, 
while maue in good faith by tlie seuut«i 
conferreea, was a means adopteil by the 
conserrative senators for the purpose of 
defeating tariff legislation and leaving 
the McKinley law in force. 

The diflcuBsiou brought out for the 
first time the statement that the de- 
fenstve alliance' between certain seu' 
ators hadproceoded further than mutual 
co-operation, and was now reduced to a 
signed agreuiueut. While members of 
the conference did not claim to have 
seen the agreement, they stated us a 
fact that Senators Kyle, Allen, Peffer, 
Blanohard and Caliery had reduced 
their ondorstauding to black and white, 
and had signed it to the effect that they 
would vote against any bill which did 
not contain a bounty dause for sugar. 
A» firee sugar would eliminate the 
bounty provuion, the signed agreement 
was regarded as showing that the five 
senators combined with the Republic- 
ans woQld defeat the bill. 

It was while animated comments 
were being made on the foregoing con- 
ditions that word reached the confer- 
ence of Senator Hill's coup d'etat in the 
open senate. The couference hastily 
u^ljourned, the senators going on the 
flour to take part in the debate. Mr. 
Wilson was not dispoMMl to attach much 
weight to S(>nator lliU's movt; at the 
outset and said that it would be futile 
as the Semite could not lU't while the 
bill w.iM m conference. This feeling 
was shared to a large extent early in 
the day by house leiiders, who cliar- 
acterizcd it as one of the "bluffs" which 
had been made of late to deniorali/e tiie 
house confeiTees and force thtui to 
yield. 

Lat^ in tlu; day, however, this feeling 
gave way to one of profound concern 
over the situation and the future uf the 
bill. At iJ o'clock the coioereiice, or a 
remuiuit of it again asscinbied, ^-ith the 
Hill rosolut ion and the exciting debate 
thereon, as the main topic among them. 
All of the bouse men were present, 
Senator Jones was the only senate c.u- 
ferree in attendance for any length of 
time, and it was siud Senator \ est felt 
indisposed to coufer pending the Sll 
resolution. Little or no attempt was 
made to take items or schedules, the 
talk being on the sensati(jmd general 
phMei just developed, lui i no pi-ogress 
was made up to 6 adock, when the ooa- 
f erenoe heparated without Saiiig a tine 
for reassembling. 

The house oouforrees no longer dis- 
guised the deep concern they felt over 
the future of the bilL They had made 
a rough estimate of the vote on the Hill 
resolutiou and they felt it would pass. 
Under these circumstances, they said, 
nothing could be done until the resolu- 
tion was disposed of. If through some 
hopeful turn it was defeated, taej said, 
it would leave the conference to pro- 
ceed, and the contest woud be carried 
on for the Wilson bill. If, however, it 
wiw passed, it would practically discon- 
tinue the conference. In that event, 
the house men stcti d with satisfaction, 
they would still be able to avert the 
complete foiluie uf all tariff legislation 
by havinc tb* house agree to the seoate 
bill. 

The senate conferrees also regard the 
sitnation as very ncnous, and they sepa- 
rated from their hou.-^e colleagues in no 
amiable frame of muid. It would aj)- 
pear that Senator C'affery had U-en 
called into tlie conference during the 
afternoon by the house members and 
that the confero»eii.Qn the vwt. of the 



senate acc<'pted tliis lU't on" tho part of 
the iiouse conferrees and others wliich 
they did not specify as a reflection upon 
the senate conferrees. 
IfThe p.,rliameiitiuians bu.sied them- 
selves with the house rules to S<*e wliat 
remedy the hou.se would have in case 
the HiJl re.-oiution pa.ssed. Thepn-vail- 
iug opinion was that the house could 
pass the senate bill at any time. This 
was the view taken by the conferrees. 
Others insisted that the bill was out of 
the hands of the house while iu confer- 
ence, and if the* senate t<K>k any radical 
step, such as laying the bill on the ta- 
ble, or indefinitely postponing consid- 
eration, it would not be within the 
|X)wer of the house to pass the senate 
bill, and thus censuuunate tariff legis- 
lation. 

In case the senate conferrees are 
recalled, the house cenfem«e« say they 
will htll the bill and wait fteth«MB- 
ate to send them other oonferrees. If 
the senate does not do so, the house con- 
ferreee will of necessity repent the facts, 
the bill and the papers back lo the 
house for such action as it may desire 
to take. 

Senator Brice, speaking of the situa- 
tion last night, said that for the first 
time he had to adndt that the chances 
for the bill are not good, but he believed 
that the parliamentary tangle would be 
straightened out so tliat the senate bill 
could be passed. "Brusliiiig aside all 
parliamiMitarv cobwebs," lie said, "and 
using common sense, there is no reason 
why the lK)use can not at any time con- 
cur in the senate amendments and pa-ss 
the bill. If the s.'iiare should now take 
some further action like indefinite post- 
ponement, it m ight comp licate affairs."

All of the business will be done under 
the supervision or rlie board (jf directors. 
One branch of the business will 1m' to 
advance !^.',."<()0,UUO annually to viiie- 
yardi.^ts lor e.xjH-n.ses in cultivating 
vines, gathering gmpes and making 
wines. It i> prol)abl<' that later a cen- 
tral (leput will l;e esfablisho<l for the 
stor.ige oi wines and brandies. Tho 
plan of business of the syndicate is to be 
in .San Frauci.s<;o and the term of busi- 
ness 50 years. This move on the part of 
the wine men of California is expected 
to revive the laugoishiug industry of tin; 
state and make wine growing profitable.

Wasfiinoton, Aug. 1 1 Yesterday 
was the tir..| day in the .>enaie >iuce ilie 
tariff Wii.s sent u second time to confer- 
ence that there was any unusual inter- 
est in the proceedings. Seuatt>r HiU, 
who has been tho central figure in sev- 
eral dramatic scenes during tlie tariff 
debate, was again the van ot tho fray. 
He offered a resolution directing the 
tariff conferrees to report the diihculties 
and cause of the failure to agree. 

It was almost adopted before the sen- 
ators fully reali/ied its importance. The 
conferrees were aware of it and were 
willing it should be adopted. By par- 
liamentary tactics a vote was prevented 
on the resolution either as presented by 
Senator Hill or iu the form urged by 
Henator Aldrich. Enough was devel- 
oped, however, to show the temper of 
the senate irouferrees. Senator Vest 
hoped that it would pass so that the 
"c;dciuni ligiit might be turned on," and 
In- be given an opjfortunity to "refute , ne 
infamous lies that have bipeu told .i! uit 
the conferrees on tho part of tin nen- 
ate."

State Coinnii.'>sioner of A^rricnltnie 
McDowell has issued his monthly crop 
report. He says that a very large per 
cent, of the wheat crop of the State has 
,.6cenu|been threshed— fully enough to show 
that a good crop has been raised. While 
the yield per ucn- i? not so ?ood in some 
parU of the State, principally those 
counties that snffered most from the 
snow, all the correspondents say that 
the berry is of a very superior quality. 
Many farmers are using their crops as 
they iliil last year, feeding it to hogs; in 
fact, some farmers did not harvest their 
crop at all, but tunie<l their ho^g in the 
field. Very little plowing has been done 
for wheat as yet, and, from present 
prices, the farmer has poor eiiconrni<e- 
ment to sow a large crop. Tl>e best 
I wheat raisers think that all wheat 
ground, both sod and sttiMilc, should be 
plowed as early as practicable, in order 
that it may settle and become firm be- 
fore sowinf:. 

As to the outlook for corn, the Conv 
missioner says: "One month ago I re 
ported a prospect for the largest crop of 
com ever raised in the State, and I might 
say, from all reports from other States, 
the largest in the United States, but a 
month can malte a very great diHerence 

in ;i corn crop. The raiii?^ h:\vc not been 
|j[eneral by any means, and in many 
places where it has rained there has not 
been cnonKli to do any u'ood. Tvcports 
from a jjreat many counties say 'no rain 
of any consequence since the snow.' I 
read very carefully the reports, and find 
it a very dillicnlt manner to tell which 
part of the State has suffered most from 
the want of rain. I rather believe that 
the western and southern portions have 
reported more rain than theimiddle and 
eastern parts, but the drouth seems to 
be very widespread, not confined to our 
State alone, but to most of the corn- 
growing States.

A large, magnificent sidewheel passen 
ger steamer that will revolutionize 
greatly the present cabin acoommoda 
tions on western and southern steamers, 
says the Cincinnati Tiines-S^tar, lias for 
some time been considered and is 
about to be constructed by Com- 
modore Lee R. Keck, of the Cincin- 
nati and Memphis division of the White 
Collar Line. They are at present en- 
gaged in examining drawings and have 
about concluded upon an Interior ar- 
rangement that will be very elaborate, 
and do away altogether with the state 
rooms that have been the style for half a 
century. 

The new steamer is to be built for 
speed. The main features will be its
